A SUGGESTION FOR PARISH FINANCE. 


We often wonder why a method of soliciting 
funds similar to that followed by the Y. M. C. A. is 
ad employed more frequently by priests in a cam- 

swe, ph! church revenue, even if none but parishion- 
ers be called on for help, 
During this war time, the parish might be organ- 
long military lines, in ‘some such manner as a 
: priest a opted several years ago. He or- 
nized the ladies of the parish into three battalions; 
in each battalion*there were ten companies,’and in 
naw of each company weré a captain and other offi- 
cers. Twenty-five ladies constituted a company; each 
_ member of a company was requested to pay five cents 
a week and to induce as many of her friends as she 
could to contribute a like ‘sum. Presuming that each 
member could get nineteen others to contribute five 
cents, she controlled $1.00 per week, which was equal 
to $25.00 per week per company, or $100. 00 per month. 
_ Now, since there were ten companies in éach battalion, 

‘there were three battalions, the’ amount Ccon- 
tributed should be-$3,000.00 per month; or $36,000.00 
per year. 

This would be quite feasible in many of our large 
city parishes, even though the territory of no other 
pastor were trespassed on, It is only another way of 
careias a mite from every parishioner, and getting it 

arly through some system. Where the men can 
ie is ~l) and work these battalions, even better 
- results would be secured. Men like some kind of parish 
work, if there be enthusiasm connected with it, such 

as rivalry among teams. 

According to present methods most parishes must 

carry a debt for many years, and xre compelled to pa 
in interest ah amount equal in value to the chure 
property. In newly formed parishes the first buildings 
must be abandoned for more spacious structures be- 
fore the former are entirely paid for. Systematic col- 
lecting would make parish-finance comparatively 
easy. 
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A ZEAL WHICH WOULD PAY. 

While there fs’a general advocacy of a Catholic 
literature propaganda, and of other publicity methods 
to acquaint non-Catholics with Catholi¢ teaching and 
practice, we hear very little about individual efforts 
expended on individuals. Let me illustrate: Three out 
of every five Americans are unaf@liated with any 
church; fully that many are unbaptized. Now, Cath- 
olies believe that the winning of one soul for Heaven 
would be a greater conquest than the winning of this 
world war; that one soul is worth more than all the 
material world; that one eternal benefit transcends in 

- value all things temporal. Yet, one of their closest 
friends might bé.dying; one of theidioxt door neigh- 
bors might be near eternity, and nothing is done to 
place everlasting happiness ‘within his reach. Even if 
a man had been indifferent towards religion through- 
out his life, even if he resented religious discussion 
when he was struggling for things material here, he 
would, except in the most isolated cases, welcome a 
word which would inspire hope at this critical time. 
It would not be difficult to lead him to be sorry for all 
his misdeeds,,and to consent to Baptism, which (he 
would argue) if it did him no good, could certainly do 
him no harm. Every man loves himself sufficiently to 
wish to be on the safe side of anything, and to escape 
even remotely pr suffering. If a priest were to 
visit these people, their old prejudices would lead them 
to suspect his motive, but they know that their Cath- 
olic neighbor is only a well-wisher, and his motive 
could only be to do a last work of love. 

Candidly, it is difficult to believe that a Catholic 
is freed from blame if he do not proffer his good offices 
to a dying’ friend, who has not belonged to any one of 
the Christian churches.

Even at the very altar rail, while the priest holds in his 
consecrated fingers the Sacred Body of the All Pure and Holy, 
he is painfully shocked to see the sense of womanly modesty 
violated without reflection or a thought of remorse. Such, 
thank God! is not the rule; but it is too frequently the sad 
exception. | 

The choice lies open for Catholic woman. It is between 
Eve and Mary: to be a temptress of evil or a blessing of God 
wherever she goes. She cannot follow the ways of the world 
and the path of Christ. They lead in opposite directions. 

What, then, is she to do? Is she sincere in her desire to 
know God’s will? Then let‘-her kneel at the feet of Mary and 
there see if her appearance indeed becomes a daughter of the 
Queen Immaculate. From the decent drapery about her neck, 
more precious than any chain of gold can be, even to her gar- 
ment’s hem, let her breathe purity and the sweetness of the 
grace of God in all her comings and her goings. 

Whatever may be woman’s outward grace, her greatest 
beauty must be within, in the splendor of her’soul’s perfection 
before God, ‘as the tents of Cedar, as the curtains of Sol- 
omon.” This is woman’s greatest charm in the sight of men 
as well as of the holy angels. So will chivalry return to earth 
and respect for womankind. |
